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Traffic Survey Imperative 


Before town planning can be carried 
out to its most beneficial effect in Edmon- 
ton, before a maximum of traffic safety 
can be secured and before the vexatious 
traffic tangle can be straightened out in 
this area—a professional traffic survey 
must be undertaken and completed. 

Edmonton had a traffic survey of sorts 
when a Toronto expert was brought in to 
advise on the transit system. But this did 
not involve any more than mere traffic 
counts, an entirely different thing than 
the more fundamental data required for a 
full traffic survey. 

When the Pratley bridge survey was 
made, certain traffic trends were studied. 
But this, too, fell short of the details 
essential to a full traffic survey, 

And, in point of fact, the ,Pratley 
bridge survey was minimized in value be- 
cause no data of a full traffic survey was 
available and Mr. Pratley had to make de- 
cisions, some of which may be quite erron- 
eous, on information that was superficial. 

He had to plan his bridges according 
to the static factors of circumstances as 
they are at the moment and not according 
to the town planning view of a city con- 
stantly in enlarging motion 

A full traffic survey is essential to 
Edmonton's bridge program; it is essential 
to intelligent town planning; it is essen- 
tial to the ready movement of traffic 
which is already in a state of serious con- 
gestion at many points with no relief in 
sight, 

A full traffic survey is not a lengthy 

rocess nor an expensive process. But it 
is a process calling for highly specialized 
knowledge and expert training. 


The basic factor in facilitating the 
movement of traffic is an understanding 
of the desire of people to move from one 
point to another. 

A traffic survey must reveal the points 
from which people want to move and the 
points to which they want to go, It must 
reveal how many people wish to move 
daily from one set of points to another 
set of points. 

It is based, not on mere traffic counts, 
but on a close study of origins and destin- 
ations, 

For the purpose of such a survey, a 
city is divided into zones and charted in 
such a way as to show the volume of traffic 
that moves normally between those zones. 
When these facts are discovered, it is not 
difficult to plan arterial and other high- 
ways that will expedite those basic move- 
ments with least congestion and least con- 
fusion and cost. 

The mechanics of traffic surveys usu- 
ally follow the line of bringing in a small 
army of field men for two or three days 
and then applying known formulae to the 
data they collect so that the width, types 
and directions of essential highways may 
be expertly determined. 

A full traffic survey in Edmonton, we 
are informed, should not cost more than 
$10,000. It might cost as little as $5,000 
or less. 

The field work could be done in two 
or three days and the results worked out 
and tabulated with recommendations in 
less than a month. 

The need for such a Survey is 80 im- 
perative, with Edmonton's traffic becom- 
ing more snarled and difficult every day, 
that the city council is urged to consider 
it seriously with a minimum of delay. 


Courts Martial in Criminal Cases 


A. L. Smith of Calgary West does right 
to protest in the Canadian House of Com- 
mons about the principle of courts martial 
in the armed services. 

A great majority of Canadians will very 
likely be in agreement with him wher he 
says that servicemen charged with an of- 
fence covered by the Criminal Code should 
be tried under the Criminal Code and in 
the ordinary civilian courts of the country. 

Courts martial will always be necessary 
to deal with offences against military law 
and as a means of punishing infractions of 
military discipline. 

But qpurts martial should have no 
right to snatch an accused person away 
from the ordinary courts of law whose 
authority in matters of justice should 
supersede any other body in the country. 

Most Canadians regard with a good 
deal of suspicion and dislike any deviation 
from the normal course of justice. 


They are opposed, in principle, to one 
law and one set of courts for ordinary 
citizens and another law and another set 
of courts for other citizens. 

The uniform, whether it be worn by 
members of the armed forces or members 
of police organizations, should not entitle 
any person to special consideration on the 
special privilege of being tried, for crim- 
inal offences, in special courts. 

This is a country where all citizens, 
in or out of uniform, are supposed to be 
equal before the law. This equality in 
citizenship is one of the fundamentais of 
the democratic way of life. 

And insofar as courts martial or the 
RCMP Act set up a law within the law for 
people in uniform and insofar as they 
establish special courts for their disposal 
in criminal matters, they are incompatible 
with the meaning of Canada’s constitution,

Rosa's technique involves the 
injection of a needle into the ab- 
Gomen of the prospective mother 
and withdrawing a small amount | 
of the amniotic fluid, in which the 
embryonic child is immersed 

A laboratory test of the fluid 
Rosa reported, will determine | 
whether the child to be born is a 


€ boy or girl | 


HAS ITS HAZARDS 

However, the test is not so simple 
and has its hazards, so for the time 
being, Rosa said, he would not 
recommend it for general use. 

Test apparently cannot be made 
until a woman enters labor or is 
Just about to begin labor in child 
birth 

Before the needle injection its 
made through the abdomen, Rosa 
Baid X-ray pictures were taken so 
that the embryonic child could be 
located so that neither child nor 
mother would be harmed. 

In the withdrawn amniotic fluid 
eells characteristic of the female 
sex can be counted and in such 
cases the pre-natal diagnosis is fe- 
male, Rosa said.
